Washington, Dee. 20.— In the senate 
the presiding officer laid before the 
•enate a communication from the re- 
gents of the Smltheonlan Inetttution 

iUggPsting in the form of a joint reso- 
Intlon the appointment of Former Sec- 
retary of State Richard Oiney to (111 
the vacancy on the board ot regent» 
caused by the death of Dr. William 
Preston Johnson of Ixxilslana. Mr. 
Hoar (Mass.) thought this a most un- 
usual proceeding. He said it would 
be as pBoper tor Justices of the su- 
preme court to suggest to the presi- 
dent who should fill vaoiUKMes on the 
bench. The resdlutiou was left on 
the table. 

Mr. Hale (Maine) had read from the 
clerk's desk the proclamation issued 
by deneral firooke in Havana on fciirn- 
iBg orer the civil government of Cuba 
W his suieeessor. Oeneral Leonard 
Wood. "This proclamation," said he, 
"must arrest the attention' of the sen- 
ate commission on Cuban affairs and 
of the country. It is a most remark- 
able itatament of the progress that 
has been made in Cuba. If General 
Broolce be right, peace and order prac- 
tically have been restored on the Is- 
land and the people will be ready at 
an early date to enter upon a goTern- 
ment of their own." The matter was 
referred to committees on relations 
with Cuba. 

Senator Hoar (Mass.) introduced a 
resolution declaring it our purpose tn 
solve the difficult problems presented 
by the different races on our soil; to 
enable great citlps to govern them- 
selvek In freedom and purity; to make 
the. ballot box as pure as a saenumeB'- 
tal yeesel; to banish Illiteracy and Ig- 
norance from the land; to secure for 
every workman and working woman 
wages enough to support a life of 
comfort and ta old age of leisure; 
never to force even freedom upon nn- 
wlUing nations by cannon or bayonet; 
and to abstain from Interfering with 
tte freedom and Just rights ot other 
nations and peoples. 

Senator Fairbanks introduced a bill 
granting a pension of )2,000 a year to 
the widow of General Lawton. 

Mr. Hawley (Conn.),, chairman ot 
the military affairs eomtnittee, drew 
a sharp speech from Mr. Pettlgrew by 
motion to reconsider a resolution pre 
Tiously introduced by Mr. Pettlgrew 
and passed, directing the secretary of 
war to forward to the senate the full 
report of the commission appointed 
by the president to investigate the 
conduct of the Spanish war. Mr. Pet- 
tlgrew declared that this was a most 
unusual proceeding and demanded to 
knov/ whether it is a part of a Studied 
policy to suppress Information. 

'Ua Ooekrell (Mo.) believed that the 
report of the Investigating committee 
should be communicated to the sen- 
ate, and at his suggestion the resolu- 
tion was reconsidered and the request 
^as made (or the ftwidsnt. 1( not in- 
compatible with public InterestB, to 
communicate the testimony and report 
of the committee to the house. The 
resolution as amended by Mr. Cockrell 
was passed without dissent 

The senate then luUoumed until Jan.

AVashington, Dec. 20.— Three-fourths 
of the seats in the house were empty 
at noon, a majority of the members 
having already left fer their homes 
to spend the holidays. After the reed- 
ing of the Journal Mr. Payne moved 
an adjournment The Democrats la a 
spirit of goo4 nature volM ap4«<^tbe 
motion, and w^th the dlMs^pfhig 
publicans defeated the moUon od a 
rising vote. Thereupon Mr. Payne 
demanded the yeas and nays.

Payne was subjected to some good- 
natured chaffing by Mr. Richardson 
Mr. Grow secured the floor for a brief

LAWTO a'8 TBAQ IO END. 

Uls CoBtempft rdr Ballets Res p onsible 
For Hli Death. 

Manilla, Dec. 20.— The details of the 
battle In which General T.,awton mi;t 
his death are at hand. Lawtpn left Ma* 
nllla with a detachment o( troops to 
attack San Mateo, where a band of In- 
surgtats had intrenched. The attack 
was d:fflcult because of the natural de- 
fenses of the town. Three hours' 
fightlhg ensued. 

Oeneral Lawton was walking along 
the firing line within 300 yards of a 
small sharpshooters' trench, conspic- 
uous in the big white helmet he always 
wore and a light yellow raincoat. The 
sharpshooters directed several close 
shots, which clipped the grass near by. 
His staff officers called Oeneral Law- 
ton's attention to the danger he was 
in, but he only laughed with his usual 
contempt for bullets. Suddenly he ex- 
claimed: "I am shot," clenched his 
hands in a desperate effort to stand 
erect, and fell into the arms of a staff 
officer, expiring shortly afterward. The 
FUlplBOS were dispersed. 

iMtwton's Bemala. 
Washington. Dee. 20.— A general or- 
der was is^siH'd from the war depart- 
ment announcing the death of General 
Lawton to the army officially and pay- 
ing a proper tribute to his worth. It 
Is the Intention of the officials to have 
the remains brought to the I'nited 
States for final interment, but It is not 
known when this can be done. Gen- 
eral Lawton died a poor man. 

Shipping Agreement. 
San Francisco, Dec. 20.— The Santa 

Fe railway has a traffic arrangement 
with the Kosmos Steamship company, 
a German (irt;aiiization with San 
Diego as the point of transfer be- 
tween oar and ship. The steamship 
company is to deliver the Santa Fe 
at San Diego products of Mexico, 
Central America and South America 
destined to places in this country. In 
turn the Santa Fe will deliver to it un- 
der an agreed through rate, the 
American products destined to the 
Pacific ports ot the various countries 
affected. 



A Tempestuous Passage. 
San Francisco, Dec. 20.— After a 
most tempestuous voyage across the 

Pacific, the United States transport 
Sikh arrived here three days over- 
due. The trip from Manilla was one 
of the stormiest yet encountered by 
the Sikh and she came Into port badly 
battered by the waves and the wind. 
On Dec. 6 the boat was struck by a 
storm that continued to rage for 
many days. Thb' gale tore the funnel 

loose, broke the cables that support 
the aftermast and the foremast was 
half torn from lt> stays. NO'One was 
injured. 

MilKxry Increased. 
Port of Spain, Trinidad. Dec. 20.— 
Considerable attention is paid here 
to the report from Martinique that 
the iiillltary forces at Guadaloupe and 
Martinique have been Increasea by 
the arrival of 6,000 troops. It is be- 
lieved that the increase in troops Is 
the outcome of the recent reference 
in the French chamber of deputies to 
Joseph Chamberlain's speech at Lie- 
cester and of the demand for , the 
protection of the colonies. 

Deroulede .^^entenced. 
Paris. Dec. 20.— M. Paul Deroulede, 
president Of the I.ieague of Patriots, 
and who is one of the prisoners on 
trial for conspiracy aRainst the gov- 
ernment, was sentenced to two years' 
imprisonment on the charge of libel- 
ing senators composing the high court 
of Justice. On Nov. 18 M. Deroulede 
was sentenced to three months' im- 
prisonment for insulting the president 
ot France. 



AbyKHiniiiiia ^lay Fight. 
London, Dec. 20. — London papers 
display much anxiety over the attitude 
of Menellk, emperor of Ahjlssinia, to- 
ward England. At present there is a 
dispute between this potentate and 
Oreat Britain as to the boundary be- 
tween Bgypt and AbysslaU. and It is 
fe.nred Menellk may consider the pres* 
ent an excellent time to make a dem- 
onstratlon against the British. 

Plngree'a Request. 
Lansing, Dec. 20. — Governor Plngree 
sent a special message to the house 
asking for the passage of a Joint res- 
olution that would authorise Attorney 
General Oren to Institute proceedings 
towards receiving the money claimed 
to have been lost by the state through

— Christian Dev- 
rles and Mrs. Minnie A. Devrles, hia 
wife, filed a Joint deed ot trust con- 
veying all their property, real and per- 
sonal, to Henry S. Dulaney, trustee, to 
be converted into cash and used in the 
liquidation of the debts of the Vogeler 
company, ot which Mr. Devrles is pres- 
ident Mr. Dulaney filed a bond for 
ISOO.OOO, which would Indicate ttket the 
assets are |160,000. 



Thrown Out. 

Philadelphia, Dec. 20.— Upward of 
2,500 seamstresses have been thrown 
out of employment by the closing of 
most of the departments of the 
Schuylkill arsenal. The order went 
Into effect this week and the tent- 
making department is the only one 
working. The shut-down is for an In- 
definite period and work may not be 
resumed until next July. 

General Anderion to Retire. 
Chicago, Dec. 2i).— Brigadier Oeneral 
Thomas M. Anderson, commandant of 

the department of the lakes, with 
headquarters In Chicago, will be re- 
lieved from active duty Jan. 21, 1900, 
by the obligatory opinion of the law.

SUBSTANCB OP A BEUTED DISPATCH 



's Veil Again Obscures the Slt« 
Matlon In South Africa— Araerl« 
Recruits For the 
Boer Army. 



London, Dec. 20.— It still seems 

doubtful whether the gun that Gen- 
eral Buller abandoned at Colenso are 
in the possession ot the Boers. Ac- 
cording to a belated dispatch from 
Durban the guns remained the day 
following the battle where they 
were left by the British troops and 
were covered by the heavy guns ot 
Oeneral Hllyard's brigade, occupying 
an intrenched position. The dispatch 
adds that the Boers have thus tar not 
attempted to cross the river and 
carry off the guns. Advices from 
Pretoria under the same date say that 
an official Boer dispatch reports luat 
two guns, 18 wagons and a quantity 
of ammunition were captured, besides 
208 prisoners. 

Further accounts of the Tugcla river 
battle emphasise the ignorance of the 
British intelligence department In re- 
gard to the disposition of the Boer 
forces. The British were not awaro 
that the Boers were entrenched along 
a series of low-Iylng hills im- 
mediately northward of Colenso bridge 
until a staggering fire compelled them 
to retreat when the attack seemed 
about to succeed. The Boers were also 
in greater strength than anticipated. 

It becomes clearer also that the 
British guns were lost in attempting 
to get witliln effective range of the 
Boer artillery, showing that the latter 
outranged the British ordnance, whleh, 
in spite of numerical superiority, was 
wholly inadequate to reply to the long 
range Boer guns. There is no news 
to enlighten the general situation. The 
war office reported that Oeneral 
French reconnoltered northward of 
Arundel Monday, Dec. 18. After shell- 
in.« Jasfoutein Farm, tliree miles east- 
ward of the Boer position, the New 
Zealanders advanced and occupied the 
farm. The Boer guns then opened 
and the Boers advanced to the attack, 
so General French ordered a retire- 
ment. 

The latest news from Mafeking. 
dated Dec. 6, has Just been received. 
It says a desultory bombardment was 
continuing and that the sharpshoot- 
ers were engaged in a smart duel 
mornings and evenings. 

Revised lists of the British casual- 
ties at the battle of Colenso shows 
that k:7 non-commissioned officers and 
men were killed.

Boer Recruits. 

New York. Dec. 20.— Charles D, 
Pierce, consul in this city from the 
Orange Free State^ said that appli- 
cants for enlistment la the Boer army 
were still visiting his office in a steady 
stream. "I can not do anything for 
them," he said, "because I have no 
authority to take such a course. I re- 
fer them to our consul at The Hague 
and tell them they will have to pay 
their own expenses, wliieh would 
amount to about |400, to get to South 
Africa. The majority of the appli- 
cants are American soldiers who 
fought in the Spanish- American war." 

Bollsai Aroused. 

Antwerp, Dec. 20.— Two great 
prayer meetings were held at Rotter- 
dam by Dutch pastors gathered from 
all Holland. The Transvaal hymn was 
sung and 6.000 fiorlns collected for 
their wounded. Amsterdam and The 
Hague ladies are offering their services 
for collecting money and many young 
men of good families In The Hague 
have decided to ge to the Transv|«l to 
join the Boers in the field. 

Aid For Boers Solicited. 
Cleveland. O., Deo. 20.— The Boer 

Aid association, formed by Holland- 
Americans of Cleveland a few days 
ago, held a meeting and issued an ap- 
peal to the public for contributions 
a fund for the relief of the tftranded 
within the Moer lines In South Africa, 
it was decided to call a meeting and 
Invite Senator llaatm of Iltfaois to «d* 
dress it 

Filipino Town Captured. 
Washington, Dec. 20.— Admiral Wat- 
son cabled the navy department from 

Manilla as follows: "The gunboats 
Concord and Psmpanga, on Dec. 18 
with two companies of infantry, cap- 
tured Romblon. Je^n James, seamaa, 
was wounded In the knee, the only 
casualty in the navy. Newark's bat- 
talion landed from Cullao, occupied 
Camp Lone, on the north coast ot Lu- 
Mn."
